WAR MAY TURN 
TRADE CURRENT 


American Imports to Sweden 
_ Worries Hamburg. 


German Port may be Elimi- 
_nated as Middleman. 


B Protests Indicate 
Volume of Business. 


(A. F. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. |} 
STOCKHOLM (Sweden) Sept. 
Notwithstanding the many obstacles 
with which they meet, representa- 
tives of American exporting con- 
cerns here are endeavoring to main- 
tain trade relations between the 
United States and Bweden 80 as to 
be In position to take advantage of 
the permanent opportunities ex- 
pected with the conclusion of Euro- 
pean peace. Be 
Prior to the war America’ played 
an almost negligible part in the 
trade of Sweden, export and import 
alike. During the fiscal year ended 
Juse 30, 1915, imports from the 
United States, however, took a leap, 
which carried them up more than 
600 per cent. above the normal. 
Then came the tightening of the 
British blockade and the Swedish 
War trade act, which prohibits an 
importer from giving guarantees to 
Great Britain covering goods bought 
in the United States or other neu- 
Aral countries. Under these adverse 
influences the trade has rapidly de- 
elined, the American imports for the 
firet three months of 1916 having 
amounted only to $12,213,590 agajnat 
$41,943,301 in 1915. Although the 
figures are not available here it is. 
id the trade of more recent months 
shown a similar or even greater 
falling of. The Swedish govern- 
ment has adopted the policy of not 
announcing export or import figures 
during the war and it is regarded as 
a misdemeanor to ask for them. In 
February, 1916, the imports from 
the United States amounted to a 
little more than $2,000,000 against 
more than $13,000,000 a year ago. 
In March the decline was from 
n in 1915 to $4,000,000 in 
Enormous as was the increase in 
American. imports during the fiscal 
year ended June 30. 1915. the first 
six months of the 1816 fiscal year 
eclipsed former figures for a similar 
period by nearly $7,000,000. 
BRITAIN PUTS ON LID. 
England contended that these 
#normous imports from America 
meant one of two things-——either that 
they were going to Germany through 
Sweden or were replacing on the 
market here Swedish goods shipped 
to Germany. And so the blockade 
“lid” was put on hard and tight 
with the result that English naval: 
authorities now supervise all car-

Sweden maintains that much of 
the increased import from America 


through Hamburg, that avenue of 


ond the war. 
to increased shipping facilities be- 
tween America and the Scandina- 
vian states, including the establish- 
ing of a direct line from Sweden to 
New York. 

Having established this direct 
trade connection the American im- 
porters here are anxious to main- 
tain it and thus permanently elimi- 
nate Hamburg as a “middleman.” 
The same condition exists with ref- 
erence to American trade with Rus- 
sia, much of it having formerly gone 
through the Hamburg gateway. 

The Germans are admittedly anx- 
ious over this phase of the war sit- 
uation. In the recent propaganda 
planned in Sweden it was acknow!l- 
edged that the direct trade lines be- 
tween Scandinavia and America, 
both north and south, constituted a 
menace to German trading in future. 
It was further said that the Swedes 
must be convinced their best inter- 
ests lay in maintaining former trade 
relations with Germany and should 
be induced to “specialize” only in 
-ertain directions, There is no in- 
dication here, however, that the 
Swedes will do anything of the sort 
notwithstanding the fact that their 
present relations with Germany ere 
most friendly and trading between 
the countries is decidedly brisk. 

GREAT OPPORTUNITY. j 

American business men who have 
carefully studied the situation with 
an eye to the future say that the 
very character of Swedish imports 
from Germany in normal times shows 
the great opportunities that exist 
here for the extension of Ameri- 
can trade. Just prior to the war 
Germany was the greatest exporter to 
Sweden, enjoying more than 35 per 
cent. of the total business as against 
23.09 per cent. for Great Britain 
and only 7.84 per cent. for the United 
States. And these were the chief 
Swedish imports from Germany: 

Coffee, cotton, tobacce, wheat and 
other cereals, wool and woolen goods. 
copper, dyes, chemicals, ready-made 
clothes and various industrial 
products. 

One glance at this list will show 
that most of the German exports 
came from over seas and were mere- 
ly “handled through Hamburg.“ 
Much of the wheat and other cereals 
came through Germany from Rus- 
sia. Since the war began Sweden 
has established closed railroad con- 
nections with Russia, so again the 
German middleman has been elim- 
inated. 

Holding the second position in 
world trade as an exporter to 
Sweden, Great Britain sent to this 
country, coal, cotton, copper, wool, 
yarn, oil, machmery and rubber—an- 
other list offering opportunities for 
much direct American trade. Only 
Germany, France and Italy before 
the war bought more coal from 
England than Sweden. Now Sweden

CAN SUPPLY ALL NEEDS. 


American exports to Sweden 
normally have consisted of cotton, 
mineral ole, copper, grain, bacon, 
fertilizers and machinery. Some coa! 
has been bought from America but 
normally this would come from the 
nearer fields in Pingland and Ger- 
many. With this exception and pos- 
sibly that of tin and rubber, the 
Americans here declare their coun- 
try fs in a position to supply al! 
Sweden's needs. 

How thie market has been 
neglected by Americans in the past 
ie evidenced hy the fact that from 
1896 Jo 1900 the United States had 
but 1.17 per cent. of the Swedteh 
Import trade.

During the dscal years 1913 and 
1914 American exports to Sweden 
averaged a litue more than $12,000,- 
000. For 16i5 they jumped to 
178,273,818. 

While the total figures favor Ger- 
many as normally the leader in 
Swedish: trade, Great Britain prior 
to the war was the greatest buyer 
in the Swedish nitrket, taking 29.51 
per cent. of the output. Germany 
was next with 20.12 per cent. and 
the United States was sixth with 
only 3.66 per cent. At one time 
enjoyed nearly one- 
half the Swedish trade but there

The exports to the United 
States heretofore have consisted 
echiefty of paper, wood pulp, partly 
manufactured iron goods and iron 
ore.

AMERICAN RELATIONS 
UP IN HUNGARIAN DIET 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A, f.] 

BUDAPEST, Sept. 21 (via London, 
Sept. 24, delaved.) — A measure sup- 
ported by Count Andrassy and Count 
Apponyi and having as its purpose 
the convening of the Austro-Hun- 
garian delegations. for consideration 
of matters asserted to be pressing 
was voted down in the Hungarian 
Diet last night. Among the subjects 
to be thus considered were the Fed- 
eral government's alleged failure in 
diplomatic and military affairs con-

The supporters of Count Tiaza, 
the Hungarian Premief, have 


charged that the Andrassi and the 
Appony!i factions in the Diet are over- 
playing slight mistakes on the part 
of the government with the object 
of succeeding to power themselves. 
The session of Parliament today 
showed little inclination on the part 
of Count Tisga’s oponents to make 
undue fuse; so the nal debate on 
the Andrassy and Apporyil measure 
Was a very quiet proceeding. 

Harmony was therefore re-estab- 
lighed in Parliament. During the 
debate Count Tisza made mention 
of the relations between the dual 
monarchy and the United States, 
referring to the charge that the 
Austro-Hungarian government was 
sulking and that this was the rea- 
son why thus far Vienna had failed 
to appoint a new Ambassador at 
Washington. Count Tisza denied 
that the government was sulking, 
adding 

“It would serve no purpose to en- 
ter into the details af this ques- 
tion, but I must state that in the re- 
lations between our Minister of For- 
eign Affairs and the American Am- 
bassador there is nothing that could 
serve as a reason for such conclu- 
sion. There is not a single fact for 
thie—not a single one. 

“As usual in such cases, the rep- 
resentation made by the member 
is only partly justified. I can as 
sure the honorable house that all 
the factors concerned in the mon- 
archy lay the greatest weight upon 
the relations with the United States; 
that we are far from sulking and 
that ultimately ways and means win 
be found to dispoge of the matter.“ 


SOCIALIST STOKES 
IN WAR'S DEFENSE.

Federal Grand Jury to Act on 
the Recent Raise. 


Big Bakers in the Compact, 
Charge in Chicago.

GHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Sept. 24.—-Federal grand 
jury investigation of the concerted 
action of the\ Master Bakers’ As- 
sociation in raising the price of bread 
is promised by United States District 
Attorney Clyne. An outline of the 
move the government intends to 
make in investigati ith possible 
prosecutions of those concerned in 


increasing the bread cost, was made 
by Mr. Clyne today. 

He came down to his office during 
the afternoon especially to confer 
with his assistant, Michael L. Igoe, 
following the discovery of a secret 
meeting held by the bakers’ associa- 
tion last night. Some weeks ago 
Mr. Clyne announced that any agree- 
ment or understanding reached be- 
tween the members of any associa- 
tion to ralse the cost of foodstuffs 
and bread in particular, would be 
looked upon as a violation of th 
Sherman Anti-trust Act. | 

That the “understanding” reached 
at Saturday's meeting to raise the 
price of the 6-cent loaf of bread to 
6 cents within a week, can be classed 
as a Violation, in the event justifica- 
tion is not proved, is the op no 
Mr. Clyne. 

Not only the big bakers but the 
amalier ones are in the compact, it 
is charged, and it is only a matter 
of weeks before practically all the 
bakers of Chicago will increase the 
price or materially reduce the size 
of their loaves. 

That the increase will be nation- 
wide isthe belief of Mr. Clyne and 
this was borne out by the aasertion 
of R. H. Dahlheimer, president of 
the Master Bakers’ Association. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Dahlheimer, the uni- 
versal increase in the cost of bread 
ie expected to follow within the next 
few. weeks. . 

“It is impossible for the bakeries 
to make expenses at the present high 
price of flour,” he said. “We must 
either raise the price or close down 
our shops. We have in no way con- 
spired to make an unjustified raise 
in price. We simply met and dis- 
eussed conditions and the remedy 
for staving off the ruination of our 
business.“ 

Mr. Dahiheimer denied that the 
secrecy maintained about the meet- 
ng place Saturday or the business 

nducted was due to Federal in- 
vestigation or prosecution. At the 
secret price fixi meeting were rep- 
resentativ of 600 small bakers of 
Chicago and environs. The new price 
is to be effective tomorrow or es- 


By the first of next week, accord- 
ing to announcements now made, 
practically every bake shop— large 
as well as small—in Chicago will be 
charging 6 cents for the loaf which 
has been selling for & cents. 

The first company to announce an 
increase in the price of bread from 
5 to cents for the standard loaf 
was the Ward Baking Company. The 
announcement has been carried on 
the wrappers of its bread for the 
last three or four days.

Would Rather Build Hospitals 
than Warships.

GLOUCESTER (Mass.) Sept. 20.

In 1858 Maria Antonio Lugo con- 
veyed to Abel Stearns a portion of 
the allotment that was granted to 
her and in 1859 Vicente Lugo con- 
veyed another large tract of land, 
containing 2777 acres to Abel 
Stearns. The tract conveyed by 
Maria Antonio Lugo contained 3125 
acres, which again sold for a trifle 
over a dollar an acre as the value of 
the land. In 1858 ‘Abel Stearns 
owned 6873 acres and Arcadia B de 
Baker owned 3096 acres, making 
about 9000 acres altogether. Adjust- 
ment of surveys and other acquisi- 
tions brought their ownership up to 
11,000 acres, more or less. 
No name Was more prominent in 
the annals of Southern California 
from 1836 to the date of his death 
in 1871 than that of Abel Stearns. 
He was born in Massachusetts and 
arrived in California in 1829. He 
had drifted from his native State to 
Mexico, and, as was quite usual, 
he became a naturalized Mexican 
citizen in Mexico in 1828. He ar- 
rived at Monterey in July, 1829. He 
Claimed to be entitled to a large 
tract of land in California and, in 
its selection he incurred the enmity 
of the then Governor of California, 
Gov. Victoria. Victoria became so 
incensed at his activities that Don 
Abel Stearns was banished to the 
frontier, but Stearns could not be 
suppressed and he returned in 1831 
and took a prominent part in the 
overthrow of Victoria and his ban- 
ishment. In 1833 he settled in Los 
Angeles as a trader. One of his 
predominant traits, to-wit, the ac- 
quisition of real property, was in 
| early evidence because we find in the 
archives of the city of Los Angeles 
an application for the grant of a 
town lot in 1834, which is a part of 
the land upon which the Baker 
Block now stands. He went to San 
Pedro and erected a warehouse. His 
dealings were chiefly in hides and 
liquor, and frequently in his subse- 
quent career he was charged with 
smuggling and dealing in contraband 
goods. This was not regarded at 
that time as a particularly grievous 
offense. It was indulged in by many 
Americans residing in California at 
that time, whose names hold a high 
Diace in history. Restrictions upon 
trade were so severe and so injuri- 
ous to the interests of the people 
residing in Southern California that 
a violation of them was almost 
justifiable. 


WAS ACTIVE. 
In the troublesome and checkered 
years of Mexican dominion before 
the occupation of California by the 
United States he played a most ac- 
tive part. He participated in about 
every revolution that occurred. He 
was very active in securing the re- 
moval of Gov. Victoria, and was an 
enemy of Gov. Micheltorena, He 
was an active supporter of Gov. 
Figueroa. He was a Mexican offi- 
cial during all this timie, what was 
termed under the Mexican law a 
“Sub-prefect,” but this did not deter 
him for one moment from being the 
confidential adviser in Southern 
California of Thomas Larkin. 
Thomas Larkin was undoubtedly the 
confidential agent of the United 
States in the years preceding the 
Mexican War advising the authorities 
at Washington of the political events 
as they happened here. Stearns was 
likewise a member of the Constitu- 
tional convention of 1849, which 
drafted the Constitution of the State 
of California, and was subsequently 
a member of the Assembly as well as 
of the Council of the city of Los An- 
geles. Among the many interesting 
events in his career he was probably 
the first man who transmitted gold 
to the East long before the discov- 
ery of gold at Sutter's Fort. In 1842 
he obtained gold from the placers of 
San Francisequito, and entrusted the 
same to Alfred Robinson, who was 
about to proceed from California to 
the East around the Horn, and the 
receipt signed by the government of- 
ficials of the mint at Philadelphia is 
oh file in the office of the Pioneer 
Society of California, giving the 
amount and quality of the gold 80 
received.

Single individual. At that time city 
property was not attractive, Between 
1860 and 1864 he practically ac- 
quired the ranchos Los Alamitos, 
Los Bolsas, La Bolsa Chica, Santiago 
de Santa Ana, San Juan Cajon de 
Santa Ana, Los Coyotes, La Habra, 
then in Los Angeles county, and the 
Rancho Jurupa and La Sierra in 
San Bernardino county. 

In 1863-1864 occurred one of the 
greatest droughts in history in this 
country. As the owner of large 
bands of cattle this affected Don 
Abel Stearns disastrously, and the 
years of 1864, 1865 and 1866 teemed 
with assaults upon his financial 
strength. There were attachments, 
suits on promissory notes, foreclos- 
ures of mortgages, mortgages made 
with interest as high as 3 per cent. 
per month, and, unless he had been 
a man of most wonderful resources 
the assaults undoubtedly would have 
made him a bankrupt. It is a very 
noticeable fact, though, that in all 
the desperate straits in which he 
must have been, he refrained from 
encumbering the Laguna Ranch un- 
less it was absolutely necessary, and 
the first property to receive his at- 
tention in clearing up his affairs was 


to see that they were removed. He 
always had a very high regard for 
that property. In fact, he gave his 
wife, Donna Arcadia, specific in- 
structions that she should not sell 
any portion of this property, be- 
cause that some day it would be 
more Valuable than all of his other 
ranchos combined. He foresaw at 
that time that Los Angeles was des- 


lieved the proximity of the Laguna 
to the city. although it was smaller, 
would make it more valuable than 
some of the other ranchos situated 
distantly from Los Angeles. 
SYNDICATED PROPERTY. 
To read between the lines the 
method of his salvation was worked 
out through a conveyance he made 
in 1868 to Alfred Robinson, trustee. 
To him he conveyed the Ranchos Los 
Coyotes, la Habra, Santiago de 
Santa Ana, Los Bolsas, La Bolsa 
Chica, Jurupa and La Sierra. Robin- 
son was trustee for a syndicate of 
San Francisco wealthy men. The 
terms of the trust, in general, were, 
that Robinson should sell and, after 
payment of the expenses of the trust 
and application of a certain portion 
to Stearns’ debts, and the payment 
of $2 per acre to Stearns, the re- 
mainder was profit, to be divided 
among the syndicate owners. This 
arrangement gave them the name of 
the Stearns Ranchos, which con- 
tinues to the present day, and large 
tracts of land situated in Orange, 
Los Angeles and Riverside counties 
were managed and controlled under 
this trust agreement, relieving 
Stearns of his financial pressure and 
working ultimately to the great 
financial profit of all concerned. 
Stearns died in 1871, leaving a 
will, in which he bequeathed certain 
money bequests to his surviving 
brothers and sisters in Massachu- 
setts and the remainder he devised 
to his wife, Arcadia Bandini de 
Stearns. In this wise Mrs. Baker 
became the owner of al! the inter- 
ests of herself and husband in the 
Rancho Laguna. 
Mrs. Baker was the daughter of 
Juan Bandini, who was equally noted 
in the political events of the Nhitetory 
of California with Abel Stearns, and 
was in a large measure céadjutor 
with Stearns in all political move- 
ments.

of Mrs. Baker intestate, the prop- 
erty descended to heirs who con- 
sisted of her surviving brothers and 
sisters and the descendants of de- 
ceased brothers and sisters. Col. 
Baker was interested in property 
situate in Santa Monica, and from 
him Mrs. Baker subsequently ac- 
quired it, so that her principal hold- 
ings at the time of her death were 
her holdings in the Rancho Laguna, 
as well as several parcels of land in 
and about Santa Monica. 

Mrs. Baker always had a senti- 
mental regard for the Rancho 
Laguna by reason of the fact that 
she considered it a gift from Don 
Abel Stearns and by reason of his 
strong advocation that she should 
not part from the property. For that 
reason during her lifetime the prop- 
erty was not offered for sale; it was 
the largest individual holding within 
a relative distance from Los An- 
geles, as it practically touches the 
southern boundary of this city. The 
withholding of it from sale has, 
to a certain extent, operated as a 
barrier to the development of Los 
Angeles in that direction. The divi- 
sion of this large property at the 
present time into smaller holdings 
will undoubtedly tend to its develop- 
ment and make it a valuable addi- 
tion to the city. For over a haif 
century it has been held in prac- 
tically continuous ownership. Fol- 
lowing a law of nature, it is now 
broken into parts and pieces. It is 
the last of the Spanish holdings to 
go. As such it 16 practically an his- 
toric event and should be com- 
memorated.

FRUIT IS LARGELY WATER. 


Strawberries have Ninety Per Cent., 
with Five Per Cent. Sugar. 

[London Answers: ] For those who 
in the summer fruit season like to 
Know what they are eating it may 
be of interest to learn that you “eat” 
very little, for fruit is practically 
nothing but a lot of water and a lit- 
tle sugar. : 

Strawberries, for example, ate 90 
per cent. water and between 6 and 6 
per cent. sugar. The small balance 
is accounted for by a little protein 
and acid. But strawberries are an- 
tiseptic—a valuable quality—end are 
deservedly favorites. 

Grapes have twice the quantity of 
sugar compared with strawberries 
and not so much water. 

In currants we get a change—a 
fourth of the sugar and four times 
as much acid as strawberries. 

Oranges have five times as much 
sugar as lemons and the same sort 


of acid, but only a sixth of the 
quantity. 
Prunes (dried) have twenty-six 


parts water, sixty-six of sugar, no 
acid and some protein.

WHEAT EXPORT WARN ING. 


New York Official Fears It Will 

Further Increase Cost of Living. 

(BY P. NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 24.--Whether 
the shortage in the wheat and corn 
crops and the growing export trade 
in food commodities will increase 
materially the already high cost of 
living is a question Josepp Hartigan, 
commissioner of weights and meas- 
ures of this. city yesterday, asked 
the Federal Department of Agricul- 
ture to answer. 

In a letter to Secretary Housten 
the commissioner cited the govern- 
ment estimates that the wheat crop 
is 400,000,000 bushels smaller than 
last year and that the corn crop is 
short by 245,000,000 bushels. He 
says that “if the present ratio of 
export, between five and six million 
bushels per week, is maintained, 
only 200,000,000 bushels of wheat 
will be left for domestic use.”

{Nation's Business:] Prior to 
November, 1914, the departure of a 
steamship from Seattle acrdses the 
Pacific to Vladivostok was scarcely 
known. Not since an occasional ad- 
venturous blockade runner set out to 
dodge the Japanese navy, with car- 
go destined for Asiatic Russia dur- 
ing the Russo-Japanese war, had 
there been an attempt to connect 
Puget Sound by direct sailings with 
the Pacific terminus of the trans- 
Siberian Railway. 

Before the present European war 
a large and substantial trade was 
carried on by Germans between 
Hamburg and Valdivostok. Ships 
from Hamburg passed into the At- 
lantic, thence through the Mediter- 
ranean and Suez Canal to deliver 
their merchandise at the Siberian 
port after a voyage of between sixty 
and seventy days. Supplies for the 
portion of Asiatic Russia best 
reached through its Pacific gateway 
— chiefly from Germany, now cut 
off. 

Today a fleet of between thirty 
and forty steamships is engaged in 


Tacoma to Viadivostok. They make 
the voyage in about twenty days. 
They took American products worth 
$2,000,000 in 1915 and $50,000,000 
in the first halt of 1916. 

A new trade route has suddenly 
sprung into life. Hastened by the 
exigencies of war, it commands rec- 
ognition from the shipping and 
mercantile world some years earlier 
than might have been the case under 
normal development. Judged by the 
requirements and the opportunities 
of ordinary times, the volume of the 
new traffic is at the outset artificially 
large. Nevertheless, it serves to in- 
dicate what will be, during the next 
quarter of a century, doubtless one 
of the striking commercial pages of 
history.

FROM ARCTIC WITH LAST 
TIDINGS OF STEFANSSON. 


EORGE H. WILKINS, photog- 
rapher and official collector 
of scientific specimens for 
the Stefansson polar expedition, 
who brings to civilization the latest 
direct information of Stefansson's 
party, arrived at the Alexandria 
yesterday. He is en route to New 
York where he will embark for Eu- 
rope, to become an aviator in the 
British army. 
“T last saw Stefansson on April 
27," he said yesterday, “when he 
instructed me to leave the little 


camp on Melville Island and pro- 

ceed to Victoria Island, 200 miles 

to the south, to photograph the Es- 

kimo there. At that time we were 

about 800 miles from the Pole and 
fasson Was preparing to 


his way to the new land which he 
had discovered on his earlier trip, 
and explore it.

CHURCH OF THE PEOPLE.

_ POSITION TO DEMAND EQUALITY. 
The status of woman in Burope 
at the close of the war was the sub- 
ject of the prelude by Reynold E. 
Blight at the Church of the People 
yesterday morning. 

“One of the most significant and 
profound changes brought about by 
the great war is the new status of 
woman,” he said. “In certain Euro- 
pean countries woman was either a 
toy or a household drudge. She was 
permitted no participation in the 
real life of man. Church, children 
and cooking were the limits of her 
interest. She was treated with ill- 
disguised contempt by the men. 

“Today things are different. When 
the men went to the front, the wom- 
en took thé places vacated by the 
men. Then ran street cars, superin- 
tende factories, maintained order as 
constables, published newspapers and 
continued the complex life of mod- 
ern induetry or social intercourse. 
Woman, so long held in an inferior 
position, suddenly developed initia- 
tive genfus. She has proven herself 
the equal of the proud and haughty 


male. 

“When the men come back from 
the trenches Will she voluntarily re- 
lingquish her active leadership in 
commerce and society, and meekly 
step back into the inferior position 
of the days gone by? I do not 
think so. 

“She will be in a position to de- 
Mand equality; equality of oppor- 
tunity, of work, of service, of re- 
muneration and of participation in 
the thrubbing, constructive activity 
of the new day. And the conceited 


man will not be able to deny her. 


“As a result, there will be a new 
Europe freed from the thralldom of 
an ili-balanced social organization 
dominated by one sex alone: a 
mighty commonwealth in which man 
and woman shall joyously co-operate 
for the betterment of the race.” 


DEAN M’'CORMACK. 
ST. PAUL'S PRO-CATHEDRAL. 


ENMITY TOWARDS AND WORLD EN- 
GROSSMENT ARE THE GREATEST 
CALAMITIES T CAN BEFALL, MAN 


Dean MacCormack spoke in St. 
Paul's Pro-Cathedral yesterday on 
the subject of “Friendship with 
the World.” He said, in part: 

Friendship with the world is 
enmity towards God.’ If this state- 
ment is true in any abstract sense, it 
is very unfortunate for this 
reason, that many followers of the 
Christ have an affection for certain 
aspects of the world that they make 
no effort to conceal, | 

“There is a world of literature 
with such names as Plato, Aristotle, 
Horace, Cicero, Goethe, Moliere and 
Shakespeare, Whittier and Macau- 
lay. Multitudes of people find the 
highest joy and satisfaction for their 
leisure hours in the immortal pages 
of these distinguished and gifted 
writers. There is the world of art, 
and we guard as a priceless worth 
the creation of the painter and the 
sculptor from Venice down to the 
age in which we live. There is the 
world of music. What delight do 
the compositions of Bach and Wag- 
ner and Mendelssohn and Gounod 
and Barnby and Sullivan give to 
thousands of these children of men. 

„That is why I say that a friend- 
ship with the world means neces- 
sarily enmity towards God. It is the 
greatest possible calamity for a very 
large part of the membership of 
our churches. But the word world 
is used here as elsewhere in the 
New Testament in a special and 
peculiar sense. St. James is thinking 
of those dominated by the power of 
sin and directly under the govern- 
ment, so far as their conduct is con- 
cerned, by the power of Satan. 

“When a man becomes s0 en- 
grossed with the pursuits and claims 
of business az to crowd. out of his 
life all recognition of God, and when 
the making of money is the one 
dominating force in the human 
heart, such a one automatically be- 
comes a part of the kingdom of 
Satan. 

“When men and women become

the slaves of passion and lust, when 
lite grows sordid and sensual, again 
we see a part of the world of which 
St. James speaks when ambition is 
the magnet that draws and fascinates 
the. children of men, closing their 
eyes to other and fairer considera- 
tions. 
“Those who are in this sense 
friends of the world are of necessity 
antagonistic to God. If I were the 
devil, I would do all in my power 
to promote affections for these 
things. I would strive to make men 
live for money, I should fascinate 
men by the alluring temptations of 
the primrose path. I should develop 
worldly ambitions in their minds, so 
that it would crowd out other and 
nobler aspirations. If I were the 
devil, I would do all. this, knowing 
that the world’s friendship means 
enmity towards God.”

“Jesus had said in the Sermon on 
the Mount, ‘Love your enemies, and 
pray for them that persecute you 
that we may be the sons of your 
Father who is in Heaven.’

Superintendent of Oongrega- 
trates His Address with Many 
Views of Home Places and Those 
Abroad. 


Dr. George F. Kenngott, super- 
intendent of the Southern California 
Congregational conference and the 
Congregational Church Extension 
Society of Los Angeles, gave an illus- 
trated address in the First Congre- 
gationa!l church last evening on The 
Christian City.” 

The lecture showed some excellent 
pictures of Los Angeles, as well as 
views of many other places, and 
expressed the hope that this city 


would profit by the experience of 


men in other places who have striven 
for the betterment of their fellow- 
men. He urged that Los Angeles 
should seek to know itself, through 
a united and loyal citizenship de- 
voted to the worship of God instead 
of gold. He declared that the church 
has a highly important mission to 
perform in this city, in many 
phases of religious and humanitarian 
work, and that it must go about do- 
ing the works of the -Master, who 
blessed the children, healed the sick, 
preached the gospel of hope to the 


poor, and gave men everywhere 
courage to meet the demands of 
life.

temperance and tuberculosis, and 
the out-draught to the suburbs of 
the native stock.

Mur- 
freesboro, Tenn., who is well known 
in this city, has received a call to 
become pastor of Immanuel Presby- 
terlan Church at Los Angeles, Cal. 
The call was extended on August 30. 

Rev. Mr. Smith realized that he 
was called to preach while his 
father was pastor of Aisquith-street 
Presbyterian Church of this city, 
and he is said to have gained his 
first experience in conducting public 
religious services in connection with 
the Christian Endeavor societies of 
Baltimore, which he began at the 
age of 14 years. He ts regarded as 
an exceptionally good preacher and 
only recently declined a call to First 
Presbyterian Church of Fort Worth, 
Tex. The church in Los Angeles to 
which he has been called has been 
without a regular pastor for nearly 
a year. ‘ 

The attention of the official mem- 
bers of the church was directed to 
Rev. Mr. Smith through a favorable 
report made by the delegates from 
the Pacific Coast to the last meet~- 
‘Ang of the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church at Atlantic 
City, several months ago, when 
Mr. Smith made an eloquent 
sentation of the cause of ministerial 
relief and sustentation. Mr. Smith's 
first call was from Princeton Semi- 
nary to the North Presbyterian 
Church of Rochester, N. I., where 
he remained for two and one-half 
Tears. His second call was to the 
Second Presbyterian Church. of 
Knoxville, Tenn., where he was the 
pastor for five years.

A leading question now is whether the 
nation will return to the policy of protect- 
ing the industries of the country from the 
foreign competition that will follow the 
war, when millions of men will be released 
from military service, and, in order to earn 
a subsistence, will be compelled to accept 
wages one-half or less than one-half the 
compensation of American workmen. 

Another question is shall the conduct of 
our foreign relations be continued by a 
Democratic President and Congress which 
has submitted to destruction of American 
lives, robbery of American property, cen- 
sorship of American mails, blacklisting of 
American merchants and continued ageres- 
sion upon American rights and interests, 
and which menace us with a trade war in 
violation of treaty stipulations and interna- 
tional law, or shall the government of the 
country be intrusted to a stalwart, wise. 
patriotic man, who knows what to do and 
has the will and the courage to do it? And, 
as a part of this question, shall the nation 
be adequately prepared on land and sea to 
maintain its rights and redress its wrongs?

He did not keep us out of war with Mex- 
ico. He fought two wars with her with 
ignominious results—one a war 
Huerta to enforce a salute of the flag which 
was never obtained, and the other a war 
against Carranza to capture Villa, who is 
still at large. In both these wars the toll 
of American soldier lives was heavy com- 
pared with the number engaged. 


The truth of the matter is, says Mr. | 


Benning, “that the President ig not in sym- 
pathy with the aims and ideals of the ma 
jority of the American people.” 

This conflict between Mr. Wilson's fun- 
damental convictions and the will of the 
nation is responsible for most of the mis 
of the administration, while the 
eleventh-hour efforts to court the favor of 
the electorate have furnished-a climax of 


wobbling and incoherent policies. As he 


is a facile fashioner of phrases, adapted 
to the cloaking of blunders with the preach- 
ment of altruistic and humanitarian ideals.

ENEWAL OF THE FIGHT FOR THE 
LATERACY TEST LAW. 

There are some failures of the Congress 
which recently adjourned for which the 
American people have reason to be thank- 
ful. The Democrats had some virtues of 
omission to balance against their sins of 
commission. One of these was their fall 
ure to add a literacy test to our immigra- 
tion law. Immigrants possessing educa- 
tonal accomplishments are not more de- 
sirable and in some instances not so de- 
Sirable as those whose opportunities of 
learning were limited in their native coun- 
try. A university education is not always 
a moral uplift to its possessor. Julius 
Caesar was, next to Cicero, the best edu- 
cated man in Rome. The Commentaries he 
wrote are to this day authorities in Latin 
Europe. He was, as stated by Congressman 
Chandler of New York in an able speech 
against the literacy test law, “a great 
mathematician, an excellent grammarian, a 
clever linguist, a mighty general and one 
of the most powerful orators of his day. 
And yet, with all these things, his low and 
unworthy habits were the scandal of his 
age and race.” In our own land Aaron 
Burr was the most brilliant and scholarly 
man of our early national life, at the same 
time he was an acknowledged rake and 
libertine and a suspected traitor to his 
country. Some of the most distinguished 
of our statesmen and lawmakers and 
leaders of public thought have been drunk- 
ards, gamblers and libertines. We do not 
need to multiply illustrious historical ex- 
amples to prove that great learning and ex- 
cellence of moral character do not always 
go hand in hand. “Every day in the streets,” 
sald Mr. Chandler, “we meet college grad- 
uates of superb attainments who have an- 
archy in their braing and perhaps murder 
in their hearts, while close beside them 
are walking law-abiding citizens of moral 
habits and industrious lives who can 
neither read nor write, but who fear God, 
love their fellow men, and would ask no 
happier death than to die upon the battle- 
field for their country and its flag.” 

The advocates of the literacy test law are 
not discouraged by their failure to enact 
it at the last session of Congress. They 
publicly announce their determination to 
renew their effort in December and discus- 
sion of the question by the public press ig 
therefore not irrelevant or premature. 

The report of the Commissioner of Ed- 
ucation *shows that the least illiterate of 
our children are native born white of for- 
eign or mixed parentage. These average 
but 1.1 per cent., while native born white 


ber cent. Foreign born white children aw 
erage 12.7 per cent. The immigrant hastens 
to place his children born here into the pub 
lic schools. He may be a hyphenated Amert- 


can himself but there ig nothing hyphen-. 


ated about the Americanism of his children 
born here. They have no infant memories 


of another land to qualify their patriotism | 
and in a majority of instances do not 


learn the language spoken by their parents. 

The vice of the literacy test law is that 
it would exclude from our country a heal- 
thy, strong, honest man, who asks to be 
permitted to enjoy the blessings of free- 
dom and to work for his living in this 
country simply because in the land of his 
birth he was denied a chance to learn how 
to read end write. 

Emerson said that “America and oppor 
tunity were synonymous.” By this many 
phases and privileges of life are sug- 
gested—the opportunity to acquire wealth; 
to enjoy political freedom, to worship God 
according to the dictates of individual con- 
science, and to acquire that education that 
ennobles existence and contributes joy and 
dignity to life. The great objection to the 
literacy test law which its advocates in 
Congress propose to enact next session is 
that it would shut the door of opportunity 
to many of the unfortunate and oppressed 
of earth in the matter of acquiring an edu- 
cation that has been denied them in their 
native lands. “To be illiterate on account 


of opportunity,” said Mr. Chandler, “aris-_ 


ing from persecution and oppression in 
foreign lands, and to come to America, the 


boasted land of opportunity to be shut out 


because of an illiteracy it was impossible 
to avoid, would be a solemn mockery and 
a grim travesty upon the much-heralded 
freedom and opportunity of America.”

MOST VALUABLE HERD. 


Fur Seals of Bering Sea are Ap- 
proaching Their Former Number. 
[National Geographic Magazine:] 

The most valuable herd of animals 

that any government of the world 

possesses, says Dr. Hugh M. Smith, 
is that of the fur seals which roam 
over the eastern side of the North 

Pacific Ocean and return for breed- 

ing purposes to the Pribilof Islands. 

After being sadly decimated by in- 

discriminate slaughter at sea, the 

herd has been rapidly recuperating 
under the influence of an interna- 
tional agreement, and soon the fur 
seals may be as numerous as when 
they came into the possession of the 

United States government with the 

purchase of Alaska. 

The fact that the only land to 
which these animals ever resort is 
two islets in Bering Sea belonging 
to the United States gives our gov- 
ernment a claim to possession such 
as is exercised over no other wild 
creatures of water, land or air. 

In the summer of 1916 more than 
100,000 young seals will have been 
added to the Alaskan seal herd, 
whose total strength will then be up- 
wards of 400,000 individuals of all 
classes. For some years only a 
limited number of seals -have been 
utilized for the food purposes of the 
natives, but after the present close- 
time law expires in 1917 there will 
be available for commercial use 
many young male seals, which add 
nothing to the reproductive capacity 
of the herd and may properly be 
utilized for thelr skins and other

OPPORTUNITIES 
IN ANTIPODES. 


Citrus Market of Australia 
Open. for Development. 
Quarantine on Products from 
this State Lifted. 


And War Conditions Cut off 
Sicily Lemon Trade. 


That the lifting of the Australian 
products will evenutally mean many 
thousands of dollars to California 
growers was declared yesterday by 
Assistant General Manager Dezell of 
California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change. 

“The market was just being es- 
tablished.“ said Mr. Dezell, “when 
the quarantine was placed, and now 
that it is lifted, it is up go the grow- 
ughly place 
their products before it is too late.” 
The quarantine was established 
last June because of the citrus cank- 
er which developed in Florida, The 
Australian authorities heard of the 
disease and drafted rulings so broad 
that all fruits from a country in 
which this disease was prevalent 
were barred. The decision was gen- 
eral enough to exclude California 
oranges and lemons, and remained 
in effect until the matter was taken 
up by the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange with the proper authori- 
ties at Washington. 

When it was proved that Califor- 
nia citrus products are not infected 
with this disease, the quarantine 
was lifted. 

SEASONABLE DEMAND. 


Australian oranges ripen in our 
summer, as that country is on the 
other side of the Equator, and the 
seasons are reversed. Consequently 
they have no oranges in their sum- 
mer, which is our fall, and our 
navels are shipped to meet their de- 
mand. The importance of the Aus- 
tralian market can be judged by the 
fact that 3300 carloads of California 
oranges were shipped there in 1910. 
A carload averages 100 crates. 
After that time the trade increased 
rapidly until last June, when the 
quarantine closed the market. 

“Our real problem,” said Mr. 
Dezell yesterday, is to establish our 
lemons in Australia before the war is 
over. We have a rival in the lemon 
industry, in Sicily. Sicily is now cut 
off from Australia because of the 
lack of vessels with which t) trans- 
port her lemons. The quarantipe 
covered the lemons also and now 
that it has been raised .the Califor- 
nia grower must firmly settle his 


late. 

“Our lemons are superior to the 
Sicilian product, which accounts for 
the increased orders we received un- 
til the quarantine was placed. We 
have shipped as many as 11,000 
crates of lemons at one time to this 
market and, now that we have the 
opportunity, we should be able to 
double the shipments made last year. 

NAVELS POPULAR. 


“Our navel oranges are largely 
used in Australia and they are also 
popular in New Zealand. The New 
Zealand market is upon a better 
basis than that of Australia, as the 
former country never placed a ban 
on our fruits.” 

The citrus canker first appeared in 
Florida and it became such a men- 
ace that fhe Florida producers were 
threatened with ruin in a very short 
time. The Federal government went 
into the matter, making an appro- 
priation with which to fight the 
disease. The government also 
printed pamphlets on the disease, 
describing it and the damage it 
causes. The only method of cure 
prescribed is the total destruction of 
all trees infected. This paper was 
received with vast alarm by the 
Australian authorities. 3
